THE COAL SITUATION. 


Authority on Subject Expresses His Views 
—Prices Tend Higher. 

The prevaling conditions in the cor! 
markel al the present time tend to- 
wards slightly increased prices, or 2b 
leost a continuation of the present 
prices throughout (the winter. A 
shorlage in cars and a lack of water 
for power in the Alleghany, coai dis- 
trict, from which Ontario gets iis 
coa' supply, lend to prevent an abun- 
dent supply of coal, which, if the do- 
twond is brisk, will tighten the war- 
ket, and, in the natural order of 
things, raise the price, of coal. 

{ This synopsis of the coal situation 
is furnished by Mr. J. G. Clarke, 
traveller for the Monongahela River 
Consolidated Coal & Coke Co. of But- 
fslo. N. ¥., who called oni townLcoal 
dealers to-day, Mr. Clark is ani auth- 
ority on the subject, the company he 
represents being the owner of 16 
mines in the Alleghany, district, the 
main, Source of the coal supply; and 
his conversation with a, Post report- 
er was imost’ interesting. That a re- 
ourrence of the labor trouble il 
have a bearing on the coal, situation, 
is Mr. Clark’s opinion, and as the 
agreement between tho Unite Mine- 
workers of America, and the mine op- 
erators end on April 1st, this is, not 
improbable. A conferznce between the 
two is to be held in January, aud 
the results of this are being awaitle 
with interest. The general superin- 
tendent of the ‘company's mines 
youched the opinion to Mr. Clark it 
would be hard work to prevent 
trouble.

Many Wounded by Revolver Shots—

Odesza, Oct. 8—The unionists of 

upon Jews yesterday. They 

began by surrounding the Hebrew 

cemetery, where a funeral service was 

gomg on. First they stoned and then 

fire revolver shots of the mournmg 
Jews, many of whom were wounded. 

The Jews fled in panic. Later in 
the day members of the Black Hun 
dred divided themselves into small 
groups and ransacked several Jewish 
shops, mercilessly beating the pro- 
prietors. 

After further Jew-baiting detach- 
ments of Cossacks arrived on~ the 
scene, but instead of pursuing the 
Black Hundreds, they laughed at the 
rapidity with which they made their 
escape. 

Tobolsk, Siheria, Oct. 8.—A gang of 
convicts who were being escorted here 
from Tyumen, Eastern Siberia, attack- 
ed their guards Sunday and wounded 
six of them. The guards fired on the 
convicts, 22 of whom were killed. 

Eleven of the prisoners escaped with 
rifles, which they had wrested from 
the members of the escort in the hand- 
toad fight which followed the out- 
break.

Train For Windsor Track Runs Off 
Switch Near London. 

Windsor, Oct. 8—Two carloads of 
race horses en route to Windsor from 
Hamilton met with an accident jast 
west of London on Sunday. The first

Neal, ran off at a switch and crashed 
into a coal chute, injurmg Henry

SIGNED NEW CONVENTION. 


Russia and China Agree In Regard to 
Telegraphs. 

Pekin, Oct. 8—A new telegraph 
convention between Russia and China 
was signed, here yesterday. Under 
it China recovers all her previous 
telegraph rights in Russian Manchu- 
ria, and 2,000 miles of lines and con- 
nections are formally turned back to 
her, Russia surrenders the privileges 
she has exercised since the Boxer out- 
break, and in the future will pay, 
telegraph royalties to China. 


May Order Prosecutions. 

Ottawa, Oct. 8.—The Board of Rail- 
way Commissioners is now reviewing 
the evidence which has been taken by 
its inspectors on their investigation 
of the railway accidents of the past 
gummer, and as a result of their con- 
sideration it is probable that several 
cases, in which there seems to have 
been willful neglect or gross abuse of 
the rules governing the operation of 
raitway trains will be referred to the 
provincial authorities for prosecution. 

Although the board institutes no 
individual prosecutions itself, it ad- 
vises the provincial authorities in this 
way of any cases which it thinks 
ought to be followed up in the courts. 

In some cases the blame seems to 
rest upon railway employes, but at 
least in one instance the responsibil- 
ity lies upon a railway company. 


Will Select Examiners. 

Toronto, Oct. S—Dr. Seath, super- 
intendent of education, states that 
hereafter the Department of Education 
will appoint its own examiners from 
among the Normal School teachers, 
the members of the faculty of educa- 
tion and the inspectors, while three 
grades of examinations which will be 
known as the entrance, model and fa- 
culty of education examinations will 
be established. : 

Hitherto the boards of examiners 
of the university have arranged the 
examination papers, both for the uni- 
versity and the Department of Edu- 
cation.

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BRITAIN IS SUPREME 


Fieet Exceeds That of Any Two 
Other Countries. 


WARSHIPS ARE MOBILIZED 


One Hundred and Ten Vessels As- 
semble In North Sea for Manoeu- 
vres—Problem of Torpedo Attack 
to Be Studied — No Reserves 
Called Upon—Not Using the 
Big Battleship Dreadnought. 


London, Oct. 15.—There is now ez- 
sembling in the North Sea and the 
English Ohannel for manoeuvres, un- 
der the command of Admiral Lord 
Charles Beresford, a fleet of British 
warships, representing an aggregation 
of navel power surpassing all the im- 
mediate available resources of. any 
two other countries of Europe, and 
yet not a single ship of this flect has 
been drawn from the reserves, the 
Mediterranean fleet, or the Devonshire 
or Portsmouth divisions. The home 
fleet, which is now assembling, con- 
sists merely of those ships maintain- 
ed in the vicinity of the British Isles, 
and which throughout the year haye 
been engaged in war training. 

It numbers 110 pennants, and is 
composed of 26 battleships, 15 armor- 
ed cruisers, various auxiliary vessels 
and 48 torpedo vessels. The battle- 
ship Dreadnought is not taking part 
in the manoeuvres, as she is being 
fitted with oa new steering engine be- 
fore further sea trials, which, it is 
hoped, will prove of assistance in de 
termining the design of future large 
battleships. 

The first section of the coming nay- 
al manoeuvres, covering four days, 
will be of a tactical description, and 
the final days will be devoted to study- 
ing the problem of defending ships 
against torpedo attacks.

GREAT BOON TO SAILORS 


Gigantic Enterprise Successfully Com- 
| pleted—New Hiverway Over Two 
Miles In Length — Will Greatly 
Facilitate Traffic From Sault 
Ste, Marie — Used by Down- 
bound Boats In the Spring. 


Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., Oct. 15.— 
Water was turned into the new chan- 
nel of the St. Mary’s River at the 
West Neebish on Sunday, marking the 
completion of one of the biggest pro- 
jects undertaken on the great Jakes 
since the building of the Poe lock. 
The new channel is over two miles in 
length, 9,000 fect of which is cut 
through solid rock. The channel ig 
300 feet in width, with a depth at 
minimum stage of water of 22 feet. 
It will not be formally opened to na- 
vigation until spring. The project has 
cost upwards of $3,000,000. 

It is located 18 miles below the 
Soo, and lies to the west of Neebish 
Island, the present channel being to 
the east of the island. This old chan- 
nel will herealter be used solely for 
upbound boats, the heavily-laden 
downbound craft using the new water- 
way, which has none of the sharp 
turns which are embarrassing to the 
modern 600-foot freighter.

He had called an infor- 
mal meetinz of the (Town Council 
and bad purpecely mot invited the 
press. "The press |zets its back up 
very ezsily,” said ithe Mayor, “and 
attempts ta “hit back’ when not int 
vited.” After this passin pleasant: 
ry his Wosship went on to say that 
any town of 5,000 inhabitants could 
separate from the County if desirable. 
If the town of Lindsay could save a 
Sew hurdred dollare, he, said, it should 
separate. but if separntioa was son- 
sidered the County Council shoald ae 
approached in a spirit, of conciliation. 
and the malter clearly explained. If 
the County Counvii pyill view the (prep 
Position ajzreeably, the sceparption 
could be accomplisked pwith lenefit to 
licdcay; ff, on the eontrary, they 
wefe o.pcced to it, they could not 
prevent the separation, but coald 
but could make (the expense consider- 
ably more for Lindsay. (The Mayor 
then procevdcd to read an editorial 
in a Terent issue of (The Post con- 
cerning separation.; he seathinaly 
eTilicized the spirit of ithe article, and 
Tezretted ius jpublicaition, which, be 
claimed, was almost, nour to stop 
the movement there avd then. (Tho 
artivie mentioned that the town re- 
presentatives in the County Coanzl 
bad beer treated indifferently, and 
their influenze was very little.
